One hundred thirty cases of acci- 
dental poisoning ^V^FubUe 
the State Department of Public 
Health during January by local 
poison control centers in downstate 
Illinois. All of the cases involved 
children under six years of age. 

Thirty-one hospitals in 23 down- 
state communities are cooperating in 
the state accidental poisoning report 
program. Each hospital is provid- 
ing emergency treatment aitf 24- 
hour telephone service to help physi- 
cians identify the ingredients of 
various poisonous substances and to 
make treatment recommendations in 
cases of poisoning. 

IN MOST OF the cases, reports 
indicated some form of medicinal 
preparation as the -poisonous sub- 
stance involved.^ Household prep- 
arations, such as detergents, cleans- 
ers and pesticides, were also fre- 
quently reported agents.

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130 Poisoning Cases 

One hundred thirty cases of acci- 
dental poisoning were reported to 
the State Department of Public 
Health during January by local 
poison control centers in downstate 
Illinois. All of the cases involved 
children under six years of affe.". 

Thirty-one hospitals in 23 down- 
state communities are cooperating in 
the state accidental poisoning report 
program. Each hospital is provid- 
ing emergency treatment and 24- 
hour telephone service to help physi- 
cians identify the ingredients of 
various poisonous substances and to 
make treatment recommendations in 
cases of poisoning. 

IN MOST OF the cases, reports 
indicated some form of medicinal 
preparation as the poisonous sub- 
stance involved. Household, prep- 
arations, such as detergents, cleans- 
ers and pesticides, were also fre- 
quently reported agents. 

Accidental poisoning figures re- 
ported for last year by the local 
centers indicated that more than 85 
per cent of all accidental poisoning 
occurs in children under the age 
of four.

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Business Built

- There is a sign on the side of a 
building In Antloch that 
''America's most unusual meat 
ket" The building Is the Antloch 
Packing House >on North Main St 

It is unusual from the sawdust on 
the floor to the unique choice of 
meat' products personally selected 
that appear on the counter— from 
the modern retail store downtown 
to the ojd-time merchandising at 
the plant. And the story of this 
Packing House is fascinating wheth- 
er it is concerned with the present 
or the past. 
HERE IS THE story: ., 
It was way back in the spring 
of 1924 when Joseph and Helen 
Fatrovsky purchased the Antloch 
Packing House from Mr. and Mrs. 
C. J. Roeschlein who had operated 
it for several years after the origin- 
ators, Babor and Rauscher, decided 
to give it up. And things were not 
so easy in those early years.. 

Helen Patrovsky says:' *1 could 
White a whole book on the hardships 
of coming to Antloch. 

"Our whole yard was hand laid 
with cobblestones and fill. Believe 
me, the yard was pretty spongy." 

IT WAS A rainy first year for the 
Patrovsky family, which was not yet 
complete. "The highway wasn't 
paved from North Avenue and it 
rained that whole summer. I don't 
think I took my overshoes off. We 
had to move to the Packing House 
for a couple of months that summer 
because of a flood," she says. 
• After that first eventful, wet year 
everything 'went quite' smoothly un- 
til March of 1930 when the old 
wooden structure burned leaving 
only the front part of the packing 
house standing. It was rebuild and 
in 1933 additions were made, in- 
cluding the smoke house. 

Many of the customers that trade 
at the packing house today are long- 
time customers who began buying 
meat from the Patrovskys in those 
early days. Bill Knourek is one 
of those long-time customers. An- 
other is Clarence Crowley; still an- 
other, Fred Scott; there are numer- 
ous others. 

FORMER MAYOR A. J. Cermak 
of Chicago used to buy meat at the 
packing house: 

In 1939 the whole plant was 
knocked down and rebuilt into the 
modern plant it is today. In 1950 
Joseph, Jr., took over as plant man- 
ager. 
Today business is good. 
Jo Pat brand products have been 
shipped to such distant points as 
Alaska, England, Germany, Holland, 
and Hawaii as well as throughout 
the States. "We have an odd assort- 
ment of products, too," says Joseph, 
Jr. "These include smoked mal- 
lards, pheasants and geese." 

And of course, the Antloch Pack- 
ing House is known throughout the 
area between Chicago and Milwau- 
kee for all of its products ranging 
from fresh meats, smoked hams and 
bacon to sausage items, with the 
exception of salami. 

THE JO PAT brand itself was 
thought of by Joseph senior. It con- 
sists of a combination of the first 
two letters of the first name and 
the first three letters of their sur- 
. name. Joeph, Jr. says, "The flame 
was added to distinguish the smoked 
meat products." 

And so as the Patrovskys and 
those who work w^th them prepare 
to celebrate their 35 years of busi- 
ness in Antioch this spring, they, 
as expressed by Joseph, Jr., believe 
in this: 

"Personal contact in giving ser- 
vices, preparing products that peo- 
ple like and the fact that all our 
products are home made keep our 
business up and our customers 
happy."

Bolstered by a 10 cent negotiated 
superpopl premium, the producer 
price for 3,5 per cent butterfat test 
milk delivered to Chicago area milk 
dealers in January will be $3.43 per 
cwt. at delivery points within the 85 
to 70 mile zone, according to Harry 
L. Edwards, director of sales for 
JPure Milk Assn. Tim 
j This 10 cent per cwt. premium is 
the result of recent negotiations be- 
tween Pure Milk Asan. and Chicago 
area milk dealers. 
THE BUTTERFAT differential is 
6,9 cents per point. This is a de- 
crease of 3/10 cent per point from 
last month; i C% 

The Federal Order 41 blend price 
is reported as $3.33 per cwt. by the 
Federal Milk Market Administrator. 
This $3.33 price for January is down 
19 cents from January, 1988; This 
price drop. is the direct result of the 
reduction, in federal government 
price supports last April 1. and a con- 
tinued pattern •■ of Increased milk 
production in the Order 41 market. 

Total farm production of milk was 
up 339 plus million pounds in Janu- 
ary compared to one year ago, Ed- 
wards said. This completely over- 
shadows increased Class I and II 
sales of about 8 million extra pounds 
of milk. 

ABOUT HALF of these additional 
sales 'were in packaged whole milk 
sold' in this market. 

About 1% million pounds were 
sold as modified skim milk In the 
bottle. This product Is typically 
a low butterfat content milk forti- 
fied with additional milk solids. 
This item continues to win a larger 
share of the market with its. appeal 
to the modern housewife. 

The other 2 plus million pounds 
additional sales increase was in fluid 
milk for bottling sold to distant 
markets. 

Going into February, farm pro- 
duction of milk in this market la 
increasing seasonally.
